The Sierra Madre Police Department 
is providing The News with a series of 
city laws which are often In need of 
review by residents. 

This series follows a rash of ac¬ 
cidents and near accidents Involving both 
bicycles and skate boards on downtown 
streets. 


Many residents have complained to 
The News that they have nearly been 
run over (and in one case a resident was 
knocked down by a bicycle rider). 

Merchants must leave their business¬ 
es cautiosly to avoid being struck by 
adults or youth on skate boards or bi¬ 
cycles. Residents walking down local 
streets must be very cautious not to be 
hit by people on bikes or skate boards 
as they zoom down the middle of the 
sidewalks around town. 

According to Police Chief Bill Betts, 
some of the worst offenders are adults 
who should know the rules about not 
riding on sidewalks. Children simply fol¬ 
low in the paths of their elders. 

Police will be citing all offenders. 
When other residents see offenders riding 
down the sidewalks, they should notify 
the police department. It is impossible 
for members of the police force to see 
every offender, and with residents’ help, 
they may catch more of the suspects, 
pects.

Tips, Tales & Tantalizers 

There is something about the desert that 
strangely comforts me and looking over the 
landscape of sagebrush, cactus, Joshua trees 
and the hard-packed, sandy earth, I stand in 
awe. This vast desert was once inhabited by 
Indians and they made their lives in this almost 
“waterless wasteland.’’ They had no corner, 
all-night mini-markets to go to when they 
needed a sack of flour or a pint of jelly 
or a bottle of cooking oil. Instead, they learned 
about their land and made their own Hour 
from wheat, their own jelly from cactus and 
their own cooking oil from jojoba nuts. 

The Indians have been using the jojoba 
nut, not only for oil, but for munching. While 
they have been putting this acorn-like Iruit to 
use for centuries, it is only recently that 
modern-day entreprenuers have discovered it. 
Of course, you have seen it advertised in 
everything from facial creams to shampoos, 
to even coffee. In fact, the University ol 
Arizona Office of Arid Lands Research recently 
held an international conference on jojoba 
utilization. 

You see in many products today, whale 
oil has been used, and with the whale an 
endangered species, research discovered the 
jojoba nut which is 48 to 51 % pure oil, an 
excellent replacement. Jojoba oil has been used 
as an ingredient in ointments too and in other 
medicines. But of course, the Indians knew 
that all the time. 

Perhaps that is why the desert is so 
comforting. And when people tell me there is 
nothing in the desert, 1 have to smile. You 
see, in our modern society we could not live 
without an all-night mini-market, but we could 
live in tlie landscape of sagebrush, cactus, 
Joshua trees and hard-packed, sandy earth.

Questions arising 
from Ordinance 1016 

The half-hour allotted 
by the City Council for 
its joint meeting on Oct.

On several occasions, 
during discussion of 
non-conforming rentals 
in R-1 areas, the City 
Administrator raised the 
point that the state of 
California requires all 
cities to provide “their 
fair share” of low-cost 
housing. Implicit in that 
statement .seems to be 

Boy Scout position 
includes ‘Duty to God’ 

During recent months, 
a considerable amount 
of publicity has been gi¬ 
ven to the subject ol the 
position ol the Boy 
Scouts of America on 


the notion that enforce¬ 
ment of R-1 zoning with 
regard to non-conform¬ 
ing rentals might run 
afoul of state law. 

Instead of innuendo, 
it would be helpful if a 
clear definition of that 
law was given: its pur¬ 
pose, its actual require¬ 
ments, how enforcement 
would be implemented, 
etc. If it is the state’s 
intention that cities pro¬ 
vide affordable housing 
for people who work in 
the community, it might 
have validity in areas of 
high commercial de¬ 
velopment, such as ex¬ 
tensive business areas, 
shopping malls, medical 
complexes, race track, 
and thousands of per¬ 
sonnel requiring hous¬ 
ing. The revenues gen¬ 
erated would make it 
feasible. Here in Sierra 
Madre, it would be in- 

“Duty to God.” Some 
news articles would in¬ 
dicate that the B.S.A. 
has abandoned its “Duty 
to God” stance. This is a 
mailer of deep concern 
to us and of great in¬ 
terest to I lie general pub¬ 
lic. 


teresting to learn 
whether there is a lack 
of adequate housing for 
people employed locally. 

In any case, the im¬ 
plication that non-con- 
forming rentals could sa¬ 
tisfy the state’s mandate 
is unworthy of a con¬ 
sideration because of the 
problems. The most ob¬ 
vious is the fact that 
most of those units were 
built without permits 
and without inspection 
for health and safety, an 
example of which is the 
common hazard of un- 
vented space heaters. 
Annual inspections are 
required for rentals in 
R-3 zones, but are not 
required for non-con- 
forming rentals in R-1. 
Furthermore, there is no 
density factor required 
for these two-on-a-lot 
situations in R-1, nor is 
there a requirement for 
two covered ear spaces 

In order to clarify the 
position of the Boy 
Scouts of America in this 
matter, our National Ex¬ 
ecutive Board has issued 
a resolution: Reaffirma¬ 
tion of the Position of 
the Boy Scouts of Ame¬ 
rica on “Duty to God.” 


for off-street parking. 

The General Plan of 
1972 recommends the 
phasing out of pre-exist¬ 
ing, non-conforming 
rentals and the present 
code prohibits illegal 
rentals. The General Plan 
also states that higher 
density used as a cure- 
all for housing problems 
has provided no positive 
results. Among the ideas 
expressed in that docu¬ 
ment under Citizens’ 
Goals, is the recom¬ 
mendation that “areas 
zoned for single-family 
dwellings must not be 
nibbled away.” 

To sum up, in answer 
to the question posed by 
some of the commission 
members, “When does a 
guest house become a 
rental?” My definition 
is, “When the owner ac¬ 
cepts money for its use.”

their natural gas and 
electric heating bills. 

The coalition, which

People can receive 
energy assistance direct¬ 
ly from the state Office 
of Economic Opportuni¬ 
ty (OEO) and from local 
community action agen¬ 
cies. 

Under the new Rosen¬ 
thal bill, people eligible 


for direct funds from 
OEO can include anyone 
whose annual income is 
less than 150 percent of 
the state poverty level, 
or $15,975 for a fam¬ 
ily of four. Tho.se eli¬ 
gible for emergency funds 
from local agencies can 
include people with an¬ 
nual incomes less than 
130 percent of the pover¬ 
ty level, or $13,845 for 
a family of four. 

“Under these guide¬ 
lines, .some recipients can 
get as much as $400 to 
apply to their annual 
energy bills,” Secord 
said.

isn’t in the cards; even 
one piece of nicotine 
gum triggers the full fury 
of the allergic reaction. 
Nicotine, in any form, 
has finally become a no- 
no. 

Giving up the gum 
triggers withdrawal symp¬ 
toms, and a year-and- 
a-half after giving up ci¬ 
garettes, 1 am now pay¬ 
ing at least a portion of 
my dues. 

Still, I would extoll the 
virtues of nicotine gum 
as a method of quitting 
cigarettes, but be warn¬ 
ed: it may work for you 
as it did for me, but it, 
too, has a point of no 
return. 

Very little long-term 
research has been con¬ 
ducted on the effects of 
nicotine gum. It is too 
new. 

Thus, 1 can provide 


one of the first relatively 
long-term results — on 
an individual, one-pa¬ 
tient-only basis. 

My analysis of my 
own personal research 
project with nicotine 
gum: kick it at three 
months like the literature 
advises. My reaction 
took a year-and-a-half, 
but for others it could be 
much sooner and the side 
effects could vary con¬ 
siderably. 

You’ll probably go 
through some side ef¬ 
fects whenever you give 
up your dependency on 
nicotine, but whether it 
is quitting cigarettes cold 
turkey, or nicotine gum, 
after a period of non¬ 
smoking, it is a lot less 
lethal than continuing to 
smoke. Almost anything
